Turkey steak 
adds variety 


For a feast, have 
cued turkey steak. 
Serves two, depending onthe 
Size of the turkey thatorigi- 
nated the steak, 

Turkey steak isn’t usually 
found in the meat counter, 
You buy a whole frozen tur- 
key and have the steaks cut,

“The bigger the better’’ 


is the general rule when tur- 
key is for steak, But just for 
two, you may want a small

Have the meat cutter cut 
Steaks on power saw. 
This is why it must be fro-

zen turkey. Thawed turkey 
cannot be sawed. Ask the 
meat cutter to start at the 


front of the breast bone and 
work back to about where the 
thighs join the body, cutting 
one-inch crosswise slices, 
You can have more steaks 
cut, but stopping at the 
thighs leaves a turkey roast 


Put the steak for barbe- 
cuing in a flat pan, Pour a 
marinade over it. Let it 


marinate while it thaws in 
the refrigerator. When the 
Steak is thawed, pour off 


the marinade and use it for 
basting the steak. 

Broil turkey steaks in the 
broiler, eight inches from 
the heat for about ten mi- 
nutes on each side. Turn 
and baste the steaks once 
or twice while barbecuing. 

Now for the extra turkey. 
Barbecuing turkey steaks is 
a fun way to entertain.

It will keep good quali- 
ty up to five months, 

One last point, A quick, 
easy and delicious marinade

TURKEY Many Sizes, 
Many Forms: You are all 
Set to buy a turkey for 


Thanksgiving. This is one 
time when most families de- 
cide on at least a small 
splurge. If you can be ele- 
gantly traditional - and at 
a bargain - why not? 

A whole turkey,so Ameri- 
can and so very Thanksgiv- 
ing, may be your firstchoice. 
It may be the biggest 
bargain. 

A turkey weighing over 12 
pounds usually the 
least per pound and has the 
most meat in proportion to 
bone. Because of the size, 
it may also take the great- 
est total outlay of money. 
Only you can answer 
questions: Do you want to 
spend a larger amount of 
money and get more serv- 
ings at a lower cost per 
serving? Do you want to 
spend a little less money 
and get fewer servings ata 
larger cost per serving? If 
you will serve more than 
12 people, the answer is 
easy. If you will serve 8 
people, the answer isn’t so 
easy. It involves how to use 
what is left over, 

When you check prices, 
you will notice that tom tur- 
keys sometimes cost 4 to 5 
cents per pound less than 
hen turkeys. Does this mean 
toms are lower quality? 

The answer today is a 
positive ‘‘No,’? Years ago, 
there may have been quality 
differences between hen and 
tom turkeys, That was when 
it took a year to grow a 
turkey to market size, Then, 
toms probably were less ten- 
der than hens. Modern tur- 
keys know no such differ- 
ences. They are tender and 
juicy, whether hens or toms. 

You may need to decide 
between a frozen and a 
chilled turkey. Freezing tur.

time in a coldcabinet. Fresh 
chilled turkeys are quite 
Susceptible to spoilage. 

So when you purchase a 
fresh chilled turkey, be sure 
to refrigerate it at 45 de- 
grees or lower. Because of 
the need for speed in mar- 
keting, fresh chilled tur. 
key may cost more per pound 
than frozen turkey, 

Frozen turkeys do present 
the problem of thawing. 
Thawing them in the refri- 
gerator is really the best 
way, but at Thanksgiving 
time, your refrigerator 
Space is probably limited, 
Your retailer may be able to 
help. He may ask you to or- 
der ahead of time, so he can 
put it aside to thawinhis re. 
frigerator. You pick it up, 
oven ready, the day before 
you want to roast it. True, 
it must be refrigerated un- 
til roasted, but at least it is 
only for one day. 

Still another decision for 

fou may be whether to buy a 
chee turkey. It will cost

Cranberries

Cranberries are as tra- 
litional as apply pie. Known 
to the Indians as I-bimi, or 
‘bitter berry,’’ cranberries 


were pounded into a paste 
called pemmican, which was 
used as poultices on wounds. 

Noting the berries to be the 
favorite food of cranes, the 
Pilgrims called themcrane- 
berries. In true American 
tradition, this was eventually 
changed to cranberries. 

Cranes, of course, are un- 
welcome in cranberry bogs 
--but other birds are en- 
couraged, Bogs are often 
lined with birdhouses - 
homes for swallows, whict 
eat destructive insects.
